N i nety-Two-Y ear- 
Old Apple Tree 
Is Bearing Fruit 


On the farm of C. L. Brown, ru­ 
ral route No. 2, E ast Berlin, stands 
an apple tree, 92 years old, which 
bears fruit every year! 
This is 
thought to be one of the oldest of 
fruit trees still bearing fruit in this 
section of the state, if not in the 
whole state. 
Mr. Brown says the tree, bear­ 
ing apples of the Early Harvest 
variety, was planted by his grand ­ 
father, Jerem iah Latchaw, in 1834, 
and was transplanted two years 
later to the spot where it

Hope To Bring British Frigate 
Lutine To Surface With 
Rich Cargo. 
TARRING CASES 
ARE POSTPONED 


Terseholling, Holland.—A new proc­ 
ess for salving sand-buried treasure 
of the gold cargo of the British Lu­ 
tine, which has baffled a century’s ef­ 
forts, has just been put into operation 
here with every promise of success. 
The Lutine was wrecked on a sand­ 
bank near this island during a violent 
gale in the night of October 9, 1799. 
Her crew of over 400 perished. 
Her 
cargo consisted of several million dol­ 
lars worth of gold bars and specie. 
Fifty feet of sand covers the wreck 
and repeated efforts have resulted only 
t in the recovery of about half a mil­ 
lion dollars and the ship’s hell, now at 
Lloyds in London. 
At 
first 
divers 
were put to work, but later machinery 
was used to get at the wreck through 
the thick layer of sand by means of 
suction pumps. 
Now a new apparatus, invented by a 
Dutch engineering firm, is being tried. 
It does away with the suction process 
and substitutes hydraulic pressue. A 
tube is driven into the sand and steel 
grapplers at the bottom seize any ob­ 
jects beneath it. 
The machine can 
work in any w eather that is not too 
rough for the salvage vessel to be out. 
During three days th at the new ap­ 
paratus worked recently no gold bars 
were raised, but indications are cer­ 
tain, according to the inventors, that 
the right spot has been struck and 
hopes are entertained that the rest of 
the Lutine’s precious cargo, estimated 
at between $5,000,000 and $10,000,000, 
soon will be wrested from Davy Jones’ 
locker.
